SURVEY INDICATES 
MOTIVE POWER ON 
FARMS INCREASING 


‘Tractors Represented 
17% of All Power 
Used 1 in 1924 


EW YORK, April 12.— 

The superior productiv- 
ity of the American farm 
worker is due largely to the 
greater use of power and ma- 
chinery, according te a report 
of the national agricultural 
situation by the National In- 


dustrial Conference Board. 

That the United States leads the 
world in the development of agri- 
cultural machinery is demon- 
strated by the increasing use of 
American agricultural machinery 
of all kinds all over the globe, the 
report continues. 

In this country more than thir- 
teen times as much farm ma- 
chinery was in use in 1920 as in 
1870. The value of machinery 
used amounted to $36 per worker 
in 1870 as compared with $176 per 
worker in 1920, both estimates 
based on the purchasing value of 
the dollar in 1913. Accordingly 
the average farm worker today is 
using about five times as much 
machinery as the average farm 
workers of fifty years ago.

1 per cent., and animal power, 
60 per cent., the report shows. 
* While electrical energy is used 
in only a limited amount on the 
farms up to the present time. The 
automobile, however, has already 
become a great factor in farm life, 
partly for the purpose of hauling 
produce, but principally, as a time- 
saver in moving about. 

The 1920 census reports 2,146,- 
862 automobiles on 1,979,564 
farms. On 1,371 farms surveyed 
in 1923 there were 923 farmers 
reporting ownership of 1,000 cars 
and trucks. From two-thirds to 
nine-tenths of their Se was 
stated to be for farm business. 

Through this increased use in 
power, the board’s study indicates, 
agricultural production from 1880 
to. 1920 increased 130 per cent., 
while the number of farm workers 
increased only 56 per cent. It is 
estimated. that nearly 18,000,000 
less people are required for agricul- 
tural production in the United 
States today than would be needed 
without this great increase in the 
use of power.

NEW FORD STEEL 
PLANT TO START 
OPERATIONS MAY 1 


Work on Immense Fac- 
tory Commenced Feb- 
ruary, 1925

ETROIT, April 12.— 
About May 1 the new 


open hearth steel building at 


|the Fordson plant of the Ford 
Motor Company will begin 
production. 

Ground for this large factory 
was broken in February, 1925, 
and work has been pushed since 
that time, but the size of the un- 
dertaking and the character of 
equipment to be installed have 
required months for the com- 
pletion of the work. Among other 
operations that required time was 
the driving of more than 7,500 
piles, of an average length of 78 
feet. 

The building itself is 1,066 feet 
long and 240 feet wide and houses 
the most modern equipment known 
to the open hearth process. More 
than 12,000 tons of structural steel 
were erected in the building, with 
16,180 lights of glass, each with an 
average area of 10 square feet, will 
furnish natural light to the work- 
ers. The roof, equipped with moni- 
tors and ventilating sash, together 
with means for wall ventilation, 
will assure maximum supply of 
fresh air. 

Two. cranes, one of 125-ton and 


the ground level. The building has 
two floor levels, the ground floor 
and the charging floor, which is 21 
feet 6 inches above grade. Rail- 
road tracks approximately a mile 
in length serve the ground floor 
and another mile of tracks, cross- 
overs and switches is required to 
serve the needs of the charging 
floor itself. The entire charging 
is paved with fire brick. 

Four uhits of the tilting type 
open hearth design are installed, 
and the gigantic structure will 
house six more, or their equivalent 
in electric furnaces. Normal daily 
production from each furnace is 
200 tons of steel, in the form of 
ingots, which will be rolled to re- 
quired shape in the Ford rolling 
mill. 

An idea of the size of the plant 
may be gathered from the state- 
ment that it includes four distinct 
operating units under one roof. 
There are a scrap loading building 
66 feet wide, a boiler and bunker 
building 30 feet wide, a charging 
building 72 feet wide and a pour- 
ing building 72 feet wide. 

In the scrap loading 
magnet cranes will load charging 
box cars on the charging floor, 
either from a stock pile or from 
cars delivered from the various de- 
partments of the Ford organization 
plants. 

The boiler building 
with a battery of vertical waste 
heat boilers, from which the out- 
going furnace gases will emerge at 
about 300-400 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Steam from these will be utilized 
for general plant purposes. Auto- 
matic conveying equipment is uti- 
lized for transferring raw material 
from incoming freight cars to ihe

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ADVOCATE HIGHER 
GASOLINE TAX 


Indiana S.T.8W.M.A. 
Wants License Tax 
Abolished 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 12 
(U. T. P. S.).—Substitution of a 
higher gasoline tax for the pres- 
ent license tax on motor vehicles 
which they propose to abolish 
will be urged by the Indiana 
State Transfer and Warehouse 
Men’s Association in a _ state- 
wide campaign it ts announced 
by the Legislative Committec, 
which proposes to submit a biif 
looking to this end to the state 
Legislature early next year. 


A conference with representa- 
tives of the industry in Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Illinois 
fs also planned to be held here next 
June with a view to seeking an 
agreement on national legislation 
looking to the regulation of inter- 
state traffic. 

In a statement giving its rea- 
sons for the proposed abolishment 
of the motor vehicle license tax 
and the substitution of a higher 
tax on gasoline, the transfer and 
warehouse men’s legislative com- 
mittee says:— 

‘"The vehicle license law 
ure of road-mile use or road 
bility, and, therefore, cannot 
ered a fair method of measure, 
now being done under the law.

NEBRASKA GAS TAX | 
BRINGS IN. $2,577,000 


Lincoln, Neb., April 12.—Eleven 
months’ operation of the two-cent- 
a-gallon gasoline tax has resulted 
in the collection of $2,577,000. The 
March collections were $190,000, 
or $6,000 in excess of February. 
The total for the year will approxi- 
mate $2,750,000.

bunkers located in the boiler and 
bunker building. 

The charging building con- 
tains a 600-ton hot metal mix- 
er, which is filled with hot 
metal direct from the blast fur- 
naces. It may be tilted mechan- 
ically, discharging into a giant 
ladle, which is handled by a 125- 
ton crane; this, in turn, dumps 
into the furnace. Scrap and other 
charging materials will enter the 
furnace through any one of five 
doors. A machine operated by 
one man handles all the material 
required for charging. Burners 
with suitable valves are at either 
end of the furnace. The tem- 
perature will run up to 3,200 de- 
grees F. during operation. 

Twice in the twenty-four hours 
the i75-ton crane will handle a 
120-ton ladle that receives the 
steel from the furnace. Bight in- 
got molds, carried on specially de- 
signed cars in trains that have a 
capacity of 100 tons, receive the 
steel in turn from the ladle. When 
the ingots have solidified in the 
molds, but while they are still hot, 
they are taken to a stripper build- 
ing and removed from the molds. 
They are then ready for reheating 
in the rolling mill and for subse- 
quent operations that transform 
jthem into structural members of 





Daily fuel requirements will 
result in the consumption of 80,- 
000 gallons of tar or its equiva- 
lent in oil or in coke oven gas. 
Hieat losses will be minimized by 
passing the furnace gases 
through a regenerator and 
through a waste steam boiler be- 
fore they are permitted to escape 
into the atmosphere.

ISSUED IN WASHINGTON 


Olympia, Wash., April 12.—A 
total of more than 300,000 state 
motor vehicle license plates has 
already ben issued for the 1926 sea- 
son, compared with the total issue 
of 345,653 licenses for the entire 
year 1925, according to a report 
just completed by State License 
Director Charlies R. Maybury. The 
number of dealers’ plates issued so 
far this year already surpasses the 
905 issued for 1925, when the total 
dealers’ fees were $79,760.

Pass Resolutions 
Formation of New 
Policy 


Berlin, April 12 (U. ‘T. P. S.). 
—The recent mecting of the 
German Automobile Dealers As- 
sociation at Dresden was marked 
by several resolutions indicating 
a new consciousness of their im-< 
portance, and a desire to partici- 
pate in the formation of German 
auto policy, especially in so far as 
it-concerns the matter of the re<« 
cent manufacturing consolida- 
tions and establishment of banks* 
in the industry. Summed up 
briefly, the statement issued 
subsequent to the meeting said:—4 

“The German Automobile Deale 
ers Association has ~~ considereg 
carefully the events in the Germay 
automobile industry leading to thé 
consolidation of a number of face 
tories for the purpose of standardsa 
izing manufacture and the produce 
tion of an inexpensive German caf 
for general use. 

“It commends all efforts to ins 
crease the output of the Germag 
automobile industry and to ime 
prove the maintenance of the Gers 
man transportation industry. 

“As the factor most directly ig 
contact with the consumer in thig 
maintenance the dealers associae 
tion expects to participate in the 
standardization of its economi 
work, and with it its economi 
structure-is thereby affected.

T was an extremely interesting and significant item that 
| appeared in a recent issue of the A. D. N., regarding 
the decrease in horse power and the increase in horsepower 
on the farms of certain Northwestern states, Minnesota, 
Montana, and the two Dakotas. During the years that lie 
between 1920 and 1926 the number of horses and mules 
employed on the farms of those states decreased 500,000. 

During that same period, 1920-1926, the number of 
tractors used on farms of the four Northwestern states 
increased from 41,000 to 62,000, a net gain of 24,000 
machines. And during the same years the increase in 
passenger motor vehicles amounted to 112,000. 

Reduced to percentages, the decrease in farm animals 
was 15 per cent. of the total and the gain in tractors was 50 
per cent., while the increase in passenger cars was approxi- 
mately 42 per cent. It has long been a matter of common 
understanding that animal traction was being replaced on 
our farms by the more efficient motor vehicle, but the rate 
at which the metamorphosis is being accomplished in this 
ancient stronghold of the horse is a matter for amazement.

PLAN APPROVED 


Reconstruction of Aetna 
Subsidiary Is Com- 
pleted 


ARTFORD, April 12.— 

State Insurance Com- 
missioner H. P. Dunham has 
announced formal approval of 
the Aetna Life Insurance 
Company’s plan for reor- 
ganizing and rehabilitating 
its subsidiary, the Automo- 
bile Insurance Company of 
Hartford. 


Following Commissioner Dun-~* 
ham’'s approval, the Aetna Life is 
mailing noticés to stockholders of 
the Automobile Insurance Com- 
pany recommending an increase in 
capital stock from $4,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 by issuing 10,000 shares 
at $1,200 a share at a special meet- 
ing next Friday.~ The Aetna Life, 
which owns three-fourths of the 
automobile stock, will pay its part 
by means of a recent issue of 50,- 
000 shares of Aetna Life at $200 
a share. 

It is understood that 50 per 
cent. of the subscription price, 
amounting to $6,000,000, will be 
paid in to the Automobile Insur- 
ance Company on April 20, and 
the balance in equal installments 
on July 15, September 15, No- 
vember 15, and December 15. 
This_new financing will give the 
company a capital of $5,000,000 
and a present surplus of about 
$6,000,000. 

“The financial structure of the 
Automobile Insurance Company 
has proved to be inadequate to 
carry the business plated on its 
books,”’ says the insurance commis- 
sioner’s announcement. The man- 
agement erred, through eagerness 
to get new business, and failed to 
provide adequate financial safe- 
guards. To protect the interests of 
its‘ policy holders the insurance 
commissioner demanded that addi- 
tional funds should be made avail- 
able immediately. The question of 
personal honesty never entered in- 
to the situation. Everything now 
centres around a reformed business 
management. 

“The principal stockholder of 
the Automobile Insurance Com- 
pany is the Aetna Life Insurance 
Company, and this company agreed 
to furnish the financial help neces- 
sary and at once took steps to put 
itself in a position to do this. 
Naturally, this situation has been 
one of great public interest. The 
money to reconstruct the finances 
of the Automobile Insurance Com- 
pany has been made available.”
